C h ic a g o, Sept. 
5 .—The ambassadors of a 
financial syndicate, before which the gas 
trust, the Philadelphia monopolists, and the 
Standard OU company hide their diminished 
heads, honored Chicago with a brief visit 
Saturday. 
The delegation consisted of Count 
Eugene do Mitkiewicx, who is in charge of 
the embassy, and representatives of tbo Flow­ 
ery kingdom, clothed with full power from 
the emperor to make compacts which will 
bind the kingdom to a scheme which, in its 
wide range and general application, rivals 
almost the tales of Munchausen. 
Tho chief 
representative of the emperor is Ma Kio 
Chung, aud with him are Ah Si and Ah Tzu, 
t wo other members of the royoChousohoid. 
The scheme which these gentlemen are 
about to carry into eifect involves the estab­ 
lishment of 
a 
bank at Shanghai, with 
branches in all the principal cities of the 
kingdom, which will have full control prac­ 
tically of the entire kingdom of China. 
Ac­ 
cording to the charter, which has already 
been issued, the bank, which is to be known 
as the Chinese- American National bank, is to 
have full power to coin money, being placed 
in absolute charge of tho Chinese mints; to 
issue paper currency ; to build all railroads 
in the kingdom; open and work all mines, 
and 
construct 
all 
telephones, 
electric- 
light plants, 
and telegraphs 
that 
may 
be deemed 
necessary, 
for a 
term 
of 
fifty yearu 
The bank is chartered with a 
capital of SKjO.iXJO.OOO taels 
(£ 140,000,000 
American money), of which the Chinese gov­ 
ern ment has already subscribed one-half and 
the balance will be taken in Philadelphia, 
New York and Washington. 
The represent­ 
ative of the Chinese government In this gi­ 
gantic enterprise is Li On Chang, the prime 
minister of China, the prince and father of 
the emperor; and the American head of the 
institution Is Mr. W harton Barker, of tho 
well-known banking house of Barker Bros., 
of Philadelphia. 
The count do Mitkiewicz, who has been in 
China for the past two years as the agent of 
the American syndicate, was quite enthusi­ 
astic over the success of ids ndssion. 
He said 
he bad secured the unqualified approval of 
the emperor to the scheme aud succeeded in 
making the Chiuose government a half owner 
in the entire enterprise, which would ef­ 
fectually cut out the English, French, and 
German capitalists who had l>een intriguing 
for the same objects for at least twenty years. 
Ma Kie Chung, who heads tho present dele­ 
gation, will call a meeting of the American 
capitalists immediately on his arrival in 
Washington, aud through Count Mitkiewicz 
will present 
the plans 
for the 
forma­ 
tion 
of 
this monopolistic governmental 
syndicate. 
So 
far 
as 
can bo 
learned 
all arrangements have been made with 
railroad, mining, telephone, and telegraphic 
experts, aud as soon as the official pajiers are 
presented to the American stockholders the 
necessary capital will be forthcoming,and the 
syndicate will at once elect officers and pro­ 
ceed to work. 
According to tho views of 
the Chinese representatives this great corpor­ 
ation will prove the means of opening up the 
entire domain and resources of China to the 
Americans, something for which England 
has been scheming and threatening for half 
a century. 
The count said he had grown 
tired of mere promises from the Chinese au­ 
thorities, and this time he determined to 
commit the kingdom by official documents 
carried by official ambassadors, and this he 
has succeeded in doing to the satisfaction of 
all parties concerned. 
W a s h in g ton C ity , Sept. 3.—The state de­ 
partment has received 
Information from 
Tientsin, China, respecting the concessions 
recently made by the Chinese government to 
certain Americans. 
The report states that 
Viceroy Li Hung Chang has signed a decree 
granting to Wharton Barker, of Philadelphia, 
and Count Eugene de Mitkiewicz the sole and 
ex clusive right to construct and operate tele­ 
graph lines at the treaty points of China for 
a period of fifty y ears. 
It was at first pro­ 
posed to include the interior cities also in the 
grant, but this was refused on account of the 
opposition 
of 
the director of the Chi­ 
nese telegraph. 
It is understood, how­ 
ever, that a proposition to unite the two 
companies has been made and has received 
the sanction of the viceroy . 
The concession, 
the reports say , is considered of great value. 
Count Mitkiewicz also has a charter for a 
Chinese national bank, which has received 
the sanction of the viceroy , and will be sub­ 
mitted to the Philadelphia sy ndicate for ap­ 
proval. 
Mitkiewicz has with him on his trip 
to this country a Chinese embassy , which has 
full powers to ratify any agreement or charter 
negotiated. 
Their mission is regarded as of 
the greatest importance.

St. Louis , Mo., Sept 5 .—No Chicago quo­ 
tations were received at the Merchants1 ex­ 
change here on the opening of business Satur 
day morning, and when it was ascertained 
that the telegraph wires were not at fault 
much comment and inquiry was excited. 
Later a dispatch came from A. M. Wright, 
of the Chicago board of trade to President 
Gaiennie, 
saying: “We temporarily sus­ 
pend your quotations to observe results on 
western and southwestern bucket-shops. ” This 
was regarded as saying that the S t Louis ex­ 
change was furnishing these bucket-shops 
with Chicago quotations, and it aroused 
good deal of indignation and caused much 
hard talk. 
A telegram from Chicago says 
that Mr. W right stated that while the quota 
tions were withheld from S t Louis several 
large bucket-shops in the region referred to 
were out of that very necessary adjunct to 
business, showing that there is a leak in the 
exchange here.

In the first place hcrw would they 
like to Bee their maid servant, cook, 
housemaid and all, in fact, appearing 
upon the scene at any moment, in draw­ 
ing room, dining room, in undress uni­ 
form ? What a revelation this national 
costume was to me! 
The natives have, 
notwithstanding this scantiness of cloth­ 
ing, the redeeming quality of cleanliness. 
The houses are furnished to suit the 
climate, Vienna bent wood and rattan be­ 
ing the favorite styles. There aro some 
few exceptions to this rule; when the 
people are

just previous. 
Bragg’s army at Perry ville numbered be­ 
tween 05,000 and 40,000. 
The Federal forces preparisi to renew the 
fight next morning, O ct 0. 
But tha t night 
Bragg and Kirby Hmith united, marched 
their armies southeast through Harrodsburg 
and out of Kentucky altogether. 
They re­ 
tired in gofnl order, nnd took with them an 
immense quantity of supplies. 
The last of October Buell was relieved of 
his command ami Gen. Rosecrans put in his 
place.

Poisonous wounds made by spiders, 
centijxxlfs and scorpions are treated in 
the same way as those made by insects, 
that is, by tho direct application of harts­ 
horn to tiio wound, and when necessary, 
interna l stim u la n ts.—Boston Budget.

Thousands of cases nev « *r k nown to the 
pul>lic hav e been “compromised” and 
hundreds of heart aches and unjust sus­ 
picions an« i fears about the dead, which 
can nev er Ik* correct« !, are aroused in 
sorrowing but lov ing breasts by this 
method of doing “ business.” 
It is, of 
course, of the utmost importance that 
ev ery pr« v x*ution be Lik en by life insur­ 
ance companies to protect the funds held 
by them in trust for others against fraud 
and trick ery. 
But with the agent, the ex­ 
amining physician, tho medical directors 
and the inajlectors, all employed by and 
answerable to the company represented, 
if fraud is committed in getting into the 
company, one or all of these paid officers 
must almost of necessity be jxirty to that 
fraud. 
With all these safeguards in the 
hands of the company, if a man is ac­ 
cepted as a “good risk ,” if he pays his 
premiums, surely his family lias the right 
to expect a legacy and not a lawsuit nor 
a “compromise” which must cast re­ 
proach on the dead.—Popular Science 
Monthly.
